When the “black frost'* blows (it isn't frost 
a t a ll, but the name sticks because it is brief 
a nd ex pressiv e), every vessel afloat in the 
reg io n, a nd every man aboard, is in mortal 
da ng er from which there is no escap e excep t 
by luck. The p icture of an icy sp ray envelop ­ 
ing a ship with a froxen mantle that thickens 
faster than it can be removed, and finally 
p ulls It over and sinks it, is terrible to con* 
temp late. It underscores again, as the p hysical 
forces of Earth, “ red of tooth and claw” re­ 
duce human craft and .skill to nothingness, 
how p uny and help less is Man. It is a .salutary 
reminder to this comp aratively late comer. 
And it is something more. 
Man knows very well how defenseless he is in 
the face*of earthq uake, volcanic erup tion, hur­ 
ricane, tornado, forest fire, tidal wave.

The sp ate of hurricanes a few sea­ 
sons ago develop ed nfw emp hasis on weather 
p rediction and on such defenses as man can 
devise against the

mostly started by lightning, it is believed; hut 
p eop le are being educated all the time against 
negligence 
that 
could 
set 
blaxes 
racing 
through the woods. There it no p ossible p re­ 
ventive frf tornadoes, which team high winds 
with reduced air p ressure almost to the p oint 
of vacuum. But architects and builders can try 
to reduce the risk to life, and will go on try­ 
ing The hurricane is a bit simp ler to cop e 
with, since it it mainly wind; and imp roved 
techniq ues of warning have accomp lished a 
good deal. When water recoils from a beach 
and comes roaring in as a tidal wave, there is 
nothing to do hut p ray. 
These magnified .showings of natural p owers 
are awe-insp iring. As long as they are still 
challenging, all is not Imt.

The account concern.s those “ minus refu­ 
gees” (handicap p ed p er.sons) accep ted by the

p roblems in the devastated northern regions,

for its own p eop le. 
Norwegian officials, not content with what 
would be exp ected of them, went out of their 
way to hunt up Jewish refugees from Germany 
and Eastern Europ e to fulfill the obligation 
they felt to rep lace Norwegian Jews killed by 
the Nazis. They also felt an obligaticm toward 
handicap p ed refugees, the kind who req uire 
exp ensive care and treatm ent. On any term.s 
this attitude would have been an Insp iring 
demonstration of genuine humanity; the sue- 
ce.ss attained in re.storing the unfortunates to 
p laces of usefulness is a m atter for sep arate 
congratulations. Were every crxintry to do as 
well in p rop ortion to its resources, much more 
tragedy and human waste could be avoided.

From the Christian Science Monitor: 
There is a new angle to the .story about 
graudiase Soviet p lans to alter the face o! the 
map , literally and drastically. The long held 
dream is to create a huge inland sea east of 
the Casp ian and between China and the Urals 
by turning .southward two large rivers now 
emp tying into the Arctic Ocean. The hojie is 
not only to water an arid region but to change 
the climate of Siberia. The new angle comes in 
an A.ssociated Press rejxirt that nuclear ex­ 
p losions may be ii.sed for earth moving. 
One comment on the story Is that the wily 
Russians may have p ut it out mainly to justify 
further hydrogen bomb tests. Before going 
any further it .seems to us much more than a 
grain of salt should be introduced into this 
p icture. 
Esp ecially 
regarding 
any 
serious 
p urp ose to p ut the H-bomb to work as con.struc- 
tion engineer. But one must doubt too the 
value of a p retense. For whether Moscow 
called the op erntion lake-biulding or bomb- 
testing it would have much the same p roblem 
with “ fallout.” Unle.ss they have new informa­ 
tion about winds or some way of eontrolling air 
currents, the Russians could not be certain 
the radioactive dust would not fall on them. 
Some of the material from p revious tests is 
believed to have circled tlie globe several 
times. And the p ublic is becoming so concerned 
over rep orts of the p otential dangers from 
adding to the amount of such material now m 
the atmosp here that cries of “ No more tests” 
are rising. 


Fears, whether rational or not, are p otent 
forces in international relations. It is now 
clear that very great damage was done to the 
United States not only in Jap anese thinking 
but III other non-Communist op inion by the 
Eniwetok tests la.st year. The growing diffi­ 
culty of safeguarding tests and counteracting 
the fears they arouse is leading to suggestions 
that there be an agreement between Moiscow 
and Washington to forego further te.sts. 
Any such agreement would have to cover 
exp losions of any kind—including hyp othetical 
hike-building with nuclear fis.sion or fusion. 
Much skep ticisim is exp ressed bv dip lomats 
as to the p ossibility of an agreement, but one 
interesting fact is that no violation could be 
hidden. 
With a cohalt bomb (which no one exp ects 
will be made) the radius of radiation danger 
would be much Increased. But hap p ily the 
unp redictability of air currents would make 
it as great a danger to a launcher as to an 
intended victim. 
Someone may yet chart the winds well 
enough to make them a reliable instrument 
of nuclear war. Research in that direction 
could be militarily more imp ortant than the 
develop ment of bigger bombs. But so far this 
“weap on” .so threatens to be a gigantic boom­ 
erang that it serves as a deterrent to its own 
use. There is some hop e that before winds, 
bei'ome weap ons humanity will learn how to 
use the sp iritual defenses outlined in the 
Ninety-First Psalm.

For some years, 
roughly since the Com­ 
munist menace in domestic affairs has been 
exp o.sed, there has 
been a shrill cry from 
certain q uarters that the teachers in our col­ 
leges and other schools are under susp icion 
and are thus afraid to exp ress 
their views in p ublic. The effect 
of this charge and comp laint, 
rep eated over and 
over by a 
relatively small number of p eop le 
who call themselves liberals, has 
been like that exp erienced by a 
man who started 
out 
in the 
morp ing feeling well but who w’as 
told by many friends that he 
looked sick. Finally, many teach­ 
ers who would have gone on their accustomed 
ways without worry are now' genuinely con­ 
cerned. And their concern is almost wholly 
groundless. 
This is not strange. This infliction of a fear 
comp lex might have occurred in any p rofes­ 
sion. But teachers are esp ecially vulnerable 
to attacks of nerves. Their p rofession req uires 
an unusual typ e of mental strain. If they are 
good teachers, they are highly sensitive p eop le. 
One of the most active p rop agators of 'this 
hysteria is a man who certainly was never 
muffled in his career as an educator, Robert 
M. Hutchins, formerly the innovating Chan­ 
cellor of the University of Chicago and now 
President of the Fund for the Rep ublic of the 
Ford Foundation.

Pro d ig i'o usness Ling ers On 
As all Chicago p eop le will recall, Hutchins 
is highly articulate. He has a certain p uckish 
way of overstating things to get effect. Unkind 
p eop le would call him a “smart-alec.” He was 
a sort of p rodigy in earlier life, secretary of 
Yale University at 24, law dean at 28, and 
p resident erf the University of Chicago at 30. 
Such distinctions wferc a real trial for the ego 
so young.

Two 
p ollsters have been emp loyed, and we may 
exp ect a vast boondoggling p iece of “research” 
which will give lucrative emp loyment to sev­ 
eral of the fear-ridden p rofessors. 
Thus we see the “ scientific” character of 
such “research.” First you decide that some­ 
thing is unq uestionably, undeniably true and 
you broadcast your op inion. Then you sp end a 
lot of tax-exemp t money to find out if what 
you say is true, is true. 
Presumably, if the $150,000 is not enough, 
there will be more. The Ford Foundation had 
bestowed up on it 3,000,000 shares of Ford stock, 
and a reliable estimate which I secured last' 
summer indicated that this was worth $730,« 
000,000. With that dough one could find fear 
even in the most valiant hearts.

By 1975. the U S. (en.sus bureau estimates, 
it will climb to 2(Hl million. 
How mriny mine

Take the q uestion of hou.sing 
Herbert Abraham, chairman of the Ruber- 
oid Co., recently wrote:
